Are Ordered Out 
One day a new R ussian officer 
cam e and ordered th e refugees out. 
They m u st be packed and ready to 
go by tw ilight and could take clo th ­ 
ing and kitchen w are b u t no fu rn i­ 
ture. They w ere given a farm c a rt 
and two soldiers to help them and 
packed it full of k itchen w are and 
a few clothes. They left singing, n o t 
know ing w here to go. F or a tim e 
they stayed in tow n in a sister-in - 
law ’s flat b u t th ere they h a d no 
peace for o th ers w ere alw ays look­ 
ing for lodgings w ith them . R u s­ 
sian rules allow each person six 
square m eters of floor space (a m eter 
equals 39.34 inches). 
Miss C raw ford kept urging them 
to try to go to G erm any a n d so 
w hen a friend asked them on M on­ 
day how ab o u t F riday they knew 
w hat th a t m eant. E ach took a sm all 
bag of clothing and a few treasures.

soon becam e very w arm . T he m en 
who were leading said the women 
m ust take off th eir shoes for they 
were m aking too m uch noise. For 
three hours they ran over plowed 
ground and through m a rsh land. 
M rs. Yeas said she never once hurt 
her feet. 
A bout the tim e they reached G er­ 
m any th e moon cam e out from be­ 
hind the clouds and they saw the 
w hite posts m arking th e frontier. 
T hey were told to keep on w ith a 
nearby wood alw ays to th e left but 
they were afraid they m ig h t get 
lost. They rested in a forest all 
n ight and w ent to a nearby cottage 
in th e early daw n. T he fa rm e r’s wife 
invited them in b u t told them they 
could not stay b u t m u st report to 
the police a t th e n ea rest tow n ten 
m iles away. T hey paid $3 for th e 
use of a c a rt and on th e way m et 
two 
G erm an 
soldiers 
who 
were 
angry w ith th e farm er. At th e town 
they were treated courteously and 
given food. T he police sen t them to 
the priest who tu rn ed out to be a 
L ithuanian, for th is h ad been a p art 
of L ithuania. T hey were to be sent 
to th e capital city b u t were told 
they could n o t com m unicate w ith 
th eir m en folk. O ne of th e girls 
gave the police h er gold w atch and 
got 40 m arks. L ater she returned 
the m oney and received th e w atch 
in retu rn . 
Questioned by G estapo 
At the capital they w ere questioned 


m ost m inutely by th e G estapo. They 
were sent to a concentration cam p 
and on the way saw French, Bel- 
gian and B ritish prisoners. At the 
cam p they found friends and Mrs. j 
Yeas learned th a t h er husband had 
been there earlier an d had been 
released. 
F inally she was able to 
com m unicate w ith him in Berlin 
and then to get m oney and join him 
and th eir son there. T hey spent two 
m onths in B erlin. T h ere they m et 
Rev. S tew art W infield H erm an, pas­ 
tor of th e A m erican church who 
helped them get shoes and clothing. 
T hey were very busy trying to get 
visas to S pain, to various South 
A m erican countries an d even to the 
U. S. A . 
A t last they w ent to B arcelona 
by air. T here and in M adrid they 
saw results of th e S p anish civil war. 
T hey spent th ree m o n th s in Lisbon, 
hoping for a visa to th e U. S. A. 
They reached B razil on M arch 19, 
1941 and hoped to be in Am erica by 
April 9 b u t on A pril 5 Mr. Yeas died 
suddenly. He h ad planned to come 
to th is country to work for peace. 
M rs. Yeas, h e r son an d three daugh­ 
ters reached here M ay 5. T he chil­ 
d ren are now in school in various 
p arts of the country. 
Mrs. Yeas said they have tried to 
take w h at h as com e in a C hristian 
way and have tried n o t to h ate the 
Poles, the G erm an s and th e R us­ 
sians.
